America’s moral foundations 
are sagging. Certainly they are 
more shaky than ever, possibly 
in our history. Has there ever 
been a time when evil was so wide- 
spread and accepted as it is today? 
Those who have read American 
history will agree that there have 
been evil times in America, when 
sin was vile and open. But there 
has never been a time when there 
was so much religion mixed with 
evil. 

There was never a time when 
the church was so accepted as it 
is today. In the frontier patterns 
of thinking and living the church 
had not had a chance to sink its 
roots deeply. People lived vigor- 
ously. They thought in hard terms. 
Theirs was an austere life and as 
a result they were often rough 
and blustery. Frontier conditions 
were sometimes immoral and ex- 
treme; but in most cases they 
were not as subtly immoral as 
our present times are, and when 
religion came, it came like a 


thunderboldt! It came with right- 


eousness, and it corrected situa- 
tions, whereas today in our easy- 
going times we have come to ac- 
cept evil as a part of our think- 
ing and living. And the result? We 
have lost a great deal of the inner 
fineness and sense of what wrong 
and right actually are. 
Therefore, I believe our plight 
is the greater because we have

fallen prey to the subtle sins of 
pleasure, profit and position, by 
which the great Samsonian locks 
of the church have been shorn, 
leaving the church powerless. The 
church ought to be the most pow- 
erful institution in all the world. 


Light obeyed increaseth light, 
Light resisted bringeth night. 
Who shall give us power to choose 
If the light of life we lose? 


Our power to choose is not one 
we have of ourselves. It is a power 
which is God-sent and when we 
refuse the light which God gives 
us in which to choose, we thereby 
forfeit the power to choose. Thus 
we become victims of our own 
vices to a point where it is im- 
possible to gain back that which 
we have lost. 


So while the authority of the 
home is relegated to Junior and 
the authority of the law has been 
weakened to such an extent that 
the law-enforcing agencies have 
not sufficient power to do their 
job, we are in a dilemma which I 
believe the church will never solve 
by. simply multiplying devices to 
gain members, and to build up 
larger budgets. The church will 
never solve the world’s confusion 
by that approach. Therefore, I 
take the courage to lift my voice 
with trumpet blasts as the pro- 


phet Isaiah told us to do. I hope

Facts That Must Be Shouted 


“Cry aloud.” The prophet wasn’t 
talking in vague terms. He was 
talking definitely about his times, 
but those time were simply a 
facsimile of some of the times in 
which you and I have the great 
privilege and responsibility to live. 
The first of these facts which ap- 
plies to our times is the truth 
that America’s homes have be- 
come godless. I don’t say, “are 


mean that He will come _ soon, 
but that when He comes it will. 
be sudden, 
The door will close as if God 
slams it shut. This will happen at 
the coming of Christ for His 
church. It happens at the death 
of many individuals. It happens 
in that, when opportunities pass, 
they may never be recalled. For 
some it is a door of opportunity 
for Christian service that slams 
and for others it is the door of 
the hope of their own Salvation. 
My Christian friend, God has 
set before you an open door. It 
matters not what your circum- 
stances may be. You can have a 
part in Christian service. A few 
days ago I visited a hospital in 
Eugene, Oregon, and there met a 
man bed ridden for many years. 
He was stone blind. Arthritis had 
so drawn his hands that they were 
absolutely useless and his arms 
were so affected that he could 
not use them. He was almost deaf 
but had a specially adapted hear- 
ing aid. In spite of all his handi- 
caps this man carries on a rich 
ministry for Christ by the help 
of kind friends, whose lives are 
blessed and enriched by the ser- 
vice they render. He dictates let- 
ters to men in the service of our 
country and sends them Gospel 
messages. 


The Ministry of Prayer 
Sometime ago I was in the midst 
of a wonderful revival in a south- 
ern town. One day one of the 
pastors asked me to go with him 
to the home of a “shut-in.” I went 
and there saw the most emaciated 
human form I have ever seen. The 
man’s eyes were sunken into their 
hollows. When I took his hand 
in mine it felt as if I were holding 
the hand of a skeleton. His cheek 
bones almost protruded through 
the skin. But on that pale, gaunt 
face there was a light such .as I 
have seldom seen on a human 
countenance. I did not have to be 
told that here was a wonderful 
saint.

The wonders of plant life are not over when summer 
is past. Some of the most remarkable features are seen when 


the leaves fall in the autumn. 


We look at a tree from which 


dead leaves are dropping to the ground and we feel a tinge 


Ot sorrow.

apparently dying condition, as with preserving its beauty and 


vigor until next spring 
into fresh beauty and power. 


And this brings us to some- 
thing which is truly astonishing 
and usually unnoticed. I am think- 
ing of buds—winter buds—-which 
are already in place before the 
leaves fall. Break off, if you will, 
a leaf from the shining willow and 
look closely at the base of the 
leaf stalk, using a magnifying 
glass. preferably. What you 
will be something you will not for- 

Right at the spot where the leaf 
was broken off, you will notice a 
tiny bud enclosed inaé_ée single 
wrapping, which is an ideal ex- 
ample of Nature's way of doing 
up a parcel, This wrapping con- 
sists. of two small leaves, joined 
at their margins, which exactly 
fit into each other. You may, if you 
are careful, strip off this wrap- 
ping in one piece by using a needle. 
Then with your magnifying glass 
examine what the wrapper con- 
tains. Here are five or six of 
NEXT year’s leaves, absolutely 
perfect, even to the branching 
veins and the delicate toothing at 
the edges. There is. a space be- 
tween these miniature leaves, 
which cannot be detected with the 
naked eye. 

When the spring sunshine gives 
its warmth to these midget leaves, 
they will speedily grow to their 
full size, becoming a_ beautiful 
spray. These-inner leaves surround 
the precious flower cluster, If you 


pull..off..a sumach leaf, a drop 
of milky fluid immediately~ fills 
the wound you have. made, but 
when this 1s wiped away, you see 
alittle swelling, small and pale. 
It. is next year’s leaf bud. The 
honey ‘locust covers its three or 
‘our baby leaf buds with a dim- 
iInutive fur-lined chamber. 

Of course, since all the tree’s 


possibilities for the 
these winter buds, the tree guards 
them most carefully.

scales, securely gummed together, 
and over this is laid a coat of var- 
nish, to keep. it safe from the 
weather. As a further precaution, 
some buds gre carefully lined with 
fur, others with cotton-like hairs. 
All are very snug and warm in 
their cradles. 
Sometimes instead of scales, a 
little brown cap is fitted snugly 
over the bud, as in the sycamore 
tree. Everyone has seen the pussy 
willow’s leathery hood made in 
one piece and lined with a silvery 
fur. Wild cherry buds are slender 
and pointed, each sitting upon a 
small shelf. Butternut buds also 
have a shelf made for them and 
display a hairy dirge something 
like eye brows. Black walnut buds 
are clothed in rich gray velvet. 
Does the tree design these won- 
ders for itself? To ask the ques- 
tion is to answer it. There is Some 
One behind everything we have 
been examining, and that Some 
One is God. 


The leaf .arrangement in all 
these buds of the various trees 
shows much diversity and yet de- 
finite plan and design. The leaves 
on an apple bud are. set, one at 
a joint, on alternate sides of the 
twig. A line joining them is a 
spiral that goes twice around the 
twig before the sixth bud is reach- 
ed directly above or below the one 
chosen for the starting point. This 
is Known as the five-ranked order 
and is the plan adopted by the 
common fruit trees. 

There are many leaf plans from 
two to thirteen and even more, 
the object being always to secure 
the best possible exposure to the 
sun and air. 

In the early springtime when 
leaves and blossoms unfold, there 
are wonders in your garden that 
would seem to be possible only 
in Arabian Nights tales. Will you 
take time off next spring to watch 
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the hepaticas as they poke their 
furry hoods up through the cold 
ground?) They do not seem to 
mind the temperature, and no mat- 
ter how the blustery March winds 
blow, they soon throw back their 
hoods, and out come dainty flowers 
of pink, and lavender, and white. 
We see, if we look carefully, on 
each bush and tree, the marvels 
of Nature’s careful. packing. As 
the breezes gradually shake out 
the wrinkles, we discover that 
some leaves have been rolled, like 
a sheet of music in its case, or 
like a window-shade around its 
roller. 

Some have been folded like fans, 
others doubled length-wise down 
the middle. May apple leaves look 
like closed umbrellas, and open 
out just as you open an umbrella. 


Usually the manner of folding 
concerns the shape of the _ leaf. 
The baby leaf of the tulip tree 
looks as if its tip had been clipped 
out with two snips of a pair of 
scissors. The creases show how, 
as it slept in its bud, it was fold- 
ed lengthwise down the middle, 
and then bent over on its Stalk, 
until its green blade was upside 
down. 


We are told by scientists that 
the toothing and pointing of 
leaves is in order to provide var- 
ious little “tongues” for grasping 
and holding the rays of the sun. 
In Europe where there is more 
moisture and less sun-shine than 
here, the leaves are much more 
notched than ours. 


If you look on a hot summer 
day when the sun’s rays are very 
penetrating, you will see that the 
leaves are poised edgewise to the 
sky. This. tends..to..keep the leaf 
from becoming. parched and with- 
ered. 


In the southwestern part of the 
states is a curious plant known as 
the compass flower or pilot weed, 
which cleverly avoids the hot rays 
by pointing its leaves north and 
south, and training them edgewise 
to the sky. 

No wonder that Longfellow wrote 
in Evangeline: . 


“*Patience, the priest would 
say, ‘have faith and thy prayer 
shall be answered. 
Look at this delicate plant, that 
lifts its head from the meadow. 
See how its leaves all point to the 
north as true as the magnet. 
It is the compass flower, that the 
finger of God hath suspended 
Here on its fragile stalk,-to direct 
the traveler’s journey 
Over the sea-like, pathless, 
less waste of the desert. 
Such, in the soul of man, is 
faith’ ”

So wrote Longfellow. 

An old philosopher once’ ex- 
claimed: ‘‘What a thought that 
was when God thought of a tree!” 
Yes, this is true. Any tree is: a 
thought of God, originating in an 
atom of seed, deriving its vitality 
from Heaven, its juices from the 
earth, its food from the air,—its 
color from the sunbeam, and 
manufacturing its several parts by 
the mysterious power of its own 
vitality. 

Here is a concourse of con- 
trivances and properties and func- 
tions Such as never would have 
entered the mind of man had not 
God set it in living form before 
him. 

What must our conception be 
of the unerring Mind that con- 
trived a hundred thousand con- 
trasting plants and trees, differ- 
ing in their size from the invisible 
lichen of the naked rock to the 
enormous banyan tree of India, 
large enough to shelter beneath 
its shade an army of men; differ- 
ing in their age limits from the 
ephemeral “flower of the grass,” 
to the mighty Redwood of Cali- 
fornia, which if it could speak, 
might tell us of events which 
transpired 5,000 years ago. Trees 
differ in the structure of their 
roots, in the form of their leaves, 
in the texture of their stems, in 
their flowers, seeds and fruits, in 
the rapidity of their growth, in 
their circulation and decay, in 
their manner of absorbing and re- 
flecting the heat of the sun, and 
in a multitude of other particulars. 
In this kingdom we behold a diver- 
sity which is almost endless. 


Turning our attention from this 
aspect to the divine Mind, re- 
sponsible for it all, we know that 
in this Mind must have been a 
vast storehouse of:-glorious ideas 
and designs, the plans perfect and 
complete, before the omnipotent

command went forth to clothe the 
earth with verdure. No difficulty 
was unsurmounted, no part of the 
divine purposes failed, no tree or 
plant or blade of grass came short 
of its designed perfection.

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TITLE.—tThis Psalm may be regarded as THE PRE- 
FACE PSALM, having in it a notification of the contents of 
the entire Book. It is the psalmist’s desire to teach us the 


way to blessedness, and to warn us of the sure destruction | 


of sinners. This then, is the matter of the first Psalm, which 
may be looked upon, in some respects, as the text upon which 
the whole of the Psalms make up a divine sermon. 
DIVISION—This Psalm consists of two parts: in the 
first (from verse 1 to the end of the 3rd) David sets out 
wherein the felicity and blessedness of a godly man consisteth, 
what his exercises are, and what blessings he shall receive 
from the Lord. In the second part (from verse 4 to the end) 
he contrasts the state and character of the ungodly, reveals 
the future, and describes, in telling language, his ultimate 


doom. 


“Blessed is the man that 
walketh not in the counsel of 
the wngodly, nor standeth in 
the way of sinners, nor sitteth 
mn the seat of the scornful. 2.

For Riches

Do not be over-anxious abdlat 
riches. Get as much of true wis- 
dom and goodness as you can; but 
be satisfied with a very moderate 
portion of this world’s goods. Rich- 
es may prove a curse as Well as a 
blessing. 

I was walking through an 
orchard looking about me, when I 
saw a low tree laden more heavily 
with fruit than the rest. On a 
nearer examination, it appeared 
that the tree had been dragged to 
the very earth, and broken by the 
weight of its treasures. ‘Oh,’ I 
said, gazing on the tree, “here 
lies one who has been ruined by 
his riches.” 

In another part of my walk, 
I came up with a shepherd who 
was lamenting the loss of a sheep 
that lay mangled and dead at his 
feet. On inquiring about the mat- 
ter, he told me that a strange 
dog had attacked the flock, that 
the rest of the sheep had got away 
through a hole in the hedge, but 
that the ram now dead had more 
wool on his back than the rest, and 
the thorns of the hedge held him 


— 


fast till the dog had worried him. 
“Here is another,” said I, “ruined 
by his riches.” 


At the close of my ramble, I 
met a man hobbling along on two 
wooden legs, leaning on two 
crutches. “Tell me,” said I, “my 
poor fellow, how~ you came to 
lose your legs.” 

“Why, sir,” said he,- “in my 
younger days I was a soldier. With 
a few comrades, I attacked a 
party of the enemy, and overcame 
them, and we began to overload 
ourselves with spoil. I burdened 
myself with as much as I could 
carry. We were pursued. My com- 
panions escaped, but I was over- 
taken and so cruelly wounded, that 
I only saved my life afterwards by 
losing my legs. It was a bad affair, 
Sir, Dut ‘It is too late to repent of 
it now.’ 

“Ah, friend,” thought I, “like the 
fruit of the tree and the mangled 
sheep, you may date your down- 
fall'.to your possessions. It was 
your riches that ruined you.”

A repeated question from pastor 
and layman has been, “Will it 
work?” 


Will Jesus save anywhere? 

Can His church be built here? 

Is it possible to have a really 
functioning church without 
“squabbles” blasting it? 

Unbelief, sin, will limit the work 
of God (Romans 3:3; Mark 6:5, 
6; Psalm 66:18). 

Yet, we have proofs all around 
that God will not let unbelief, sin, 
defeat His purposes. 

Jesus will save anywhere on this 
earth where people are lost. He 
did in olden days. God wills to give 
revival anywhere. Paul went into 
heathen cities steeped in sin. He 
had no church organization at first 
in Corinth, Philippi, Thessalonica, 
and other places; yet Jesus saved 
and God gave revival. 

The first church was “all with 
one accord” the time the Holy 
Spirit came (Acts 2:1). 

I have had some pretty tough 
church fields and some fairly easy 
ones (if ever they are easy). I have 
never had one where Jesus didn’t 
save, Since seminary days I have 
never had a field where God didn’t 
give real revival, or where the 
Spirit failed to save us from a 
single church fuss. 

Proof: The first field was Lyon- 
Jonestown-Coahoma. Lyon is the 
oldest church in the Mississippi 
delta. The first mission offering 
there went from a girl, Mary 
Prince. I did my own preaching. 
God gave right at a twenty per 
cent increase to the membership. 
They gave largely to missions. The 
other two likewise..From the time 
I was called, until I resigned, we 
had not one semblance of a church 
fuss. (There was a slight flurry 


after I had resigned.) Time: four: 


years, 


Next, I went to Jackson, Missié: | 


sippi, where. I saw a church grow 
from 275 members to over 1,100 
(not book members either). Time: 
eight years. We had not one 
church fuss. God gave perennial 
revival. 

Third, at Philadelphia, Missis- 
sippi, for nearly five years we had 
two or three great revivals—not 
one church fuss. 

Fourth, for two years in Chi- 
cago, not a semblance of a church 
fuss. One great revival with 150 
conversions, 250 dedications. 

How came such records of re- 
vivals, soul saving, and unity? 


First, I did all the fussing my- 
self. Nobody else needed do any. 
We had 364 days of thanksgiving, 
and one day for grumbling. Second, 
the folks were kept busy and 
happy in Him—two and three re- 
vivals a year, visitation, Bible 
study, building, etc. Third, every- 
body was treated right. Fourth, 
we had no hobbies, or heresies to 
put over. Fifth, everybody was 


somebody in Christ. Sixth, new- 
comers were gone after, ‘the sick 
and troubled were looked after.

The righteous man 
ploughs the furrows of earth, and 
sows a harvest here, which shall 
never be fully reaped till he en- 
ters the enjoyments of eternity; 
but as for the wicked, he ploughs 
the sea, and though there may 
seem to be a shining trail behind 
his keel, yet the waves shall pass 
over it, and the place that knew 
him shall know him no more for 
ever. The very “way” of the un- 
godly shall perish. If it exists in 
remembrance, it shall be in the 
remembrance of the bad; for the 
Lord will cause the name of the 
wicked to rot, to become a stench 
in the nostrils of the good, and to 
be only known to the wicked 
themselves by its putridity. 

May the Lord cleanse our hearts 
and our ways, that we may escape 
the doom of the ungodly, and en- 
joy the blessedness of the right- 
eous!

George Mueller’s Case 


Perhaps there has been no ex- 
ample of triumphant faith in our 
days more marked than that of 
George Mueller, the Bristol or- 
phanage man. I count it one of the 
great blessings of my life to have 
seen and heard him, for such men 
are very rare in the history of 
the church. I suppose his life is 
familiar to all my readers. If it is 
not, I hope it may be, for it is 
a wonderful testimony to the pro- 
mise-keeping of God. He had at 
times over two thousand persons 
to feed and clothe and shelter. 
It was with him, as with J. Hud- 
son Taylor of the China Inland 
Mission, a fixed principle not to 
go in debt for anything. It was 
also with each of these brothers 
a fixed principle not to make re- 
quests directly of men, but of God. 
They never questioned men re- 
specting the Lord’s work and they 
trusted the Holy Spirit to use the 


‘ Word to incite them to the work 


which God would have them do. 


At one time Mr. Mueller was 
planning for the erection of a large 


seventy-five thousand dollars. 
Praying for a time a first gift 
came in from England, another 
from Australia, and other gifts 
followed until he had:in hand, I 
think, over sixty thousand dollars. 
Some one of his friends said, ‘“We 


|ought to begin putting up the 


building. God has given so much, 
He will certainly give the rest.” 

But Mr. Mueller said, ‘No; God 
is in as great a hurry for that 
building as I am. He knows what 
it is for and He knows where to 
get the money with which io put 
it up. We will not lay a brick or 
disturb a shovelful of earth until 
the money is in the bank.” 


They did not and when the 
building was complete, it is said 
that there remained a small bal- 
ance over and above all the needful 
expenses of construction. 

What an example this is to many 
of us—to me—who have often- 
times been in greater haste about 
God’s work than He was, and who 
have therefore come into all sorts 
of difficulties. 


I myself heard Mr. Mueller say 
that during his life in the orphan- 
ages, he had not simply scores 
of times, but literally hundreds 
of times, been absolutely destitute 
of food and money when a meal 
for his great family was finished, 
“And yet,” he said, “in all these 
years; never on a single occasion 
has God permitted those orphans 
to go without a meal at the time

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be best for his children. Undoubt- 
edly his wjfe concurred with him 
in his decision and both embraced 
parenthood with an eye singled 
to God’s glory. 

The subject before us is one of 
great and grave _ importance. 
Though I am a father, and our 
five children have been singularly 
blessed with a consecrated and de- 
voted mother, I do not profess 
to know all the answers to the per- 
plexing problems which confront 
parents. I do know beyond a 
shadow of doubt that whatever 
destroys the unity of a home is 
ruinous to church and state alike. 
The only one who has all the 
answers involving home life is one 
who Himself never had a home of 
His own. And He, who never had 
a wife in the flesh nor any chil- 
dren, is the only one who can give 
the correct advice as to parent- 
hood and to the rearing of a 
family. I know full well that the 
one who has called upon parents 
to build a home according to the 
will of God is the one who will 
provide the material necessary for 
such a home. 

I am confident that the reason 
so many homes go on the rocks is 
because they are not built upon 
the Rock. Parental neglect of 
spiritual training is one of the 
greatest causes of juvenile delin- 
quency which is plaguing our 
country at this hour. The reason 
so many children are growing up 
with a satanic scale of values is 
because we have not assumed the 
responsibilities of parenthood with 
more of a desire to glorify God. 
While we point the finger of blame 
in the direction of the school be- 
cause God has been ruled out of 
modern education, and we lift our 
voices against the church because 
in many instances it has failed in 
the substitution of a humanistic 
philosophy for the Divine, yet the 
principal cause of moral failure 
among our youth harks back to 
the breakdown of homelife. 

We believe Billy Sunday was 
right when he said, “The wave of 
lawlessness which has been sweep- 
ing our land is largely due to lack 
of. control in the home. Outlawism 
is not settled by the street mob: 
it’s a question of obedience in the 
home.” 

We confront signs everywhere 
which say “Safety First,’ but in 
this tragic hour we could well 
change them to read, “Home 
First.”” Who will deny that the 
mother of Moses did more for the 
world than the king who built the 
Pyramids of Egypt or an Alex- 
ander who conquered nations?

Parental Deliberations 


Parents need to sit down and 
engage themselves in a frank dis- 
cussion of their task. Their duties 
need to be examined in the light 


of divine revelation. The Bible has 


much to say about fathers and 
mothers and also about the rear- 
ing of children. Home life is not 
neglected upon the pages of the 
sacred Guide Book. God would not 


be so cruel as to call upon parents 
to rear children for His glory 
without teaching them how to do 
it and also providing the necessary 
wisdom for it. Our dawdling de- 
linquency as parents is due to 
our dull perception of divine reve- 
lation. 

David wrote, “I thought on 
my ways, and turned my feet unto 
thy testimonies’ (Ps. 119:59). 
With carelessness we have plunged 
into parenthood and given little 
consideration as to what God has 
had to say to us. Most of the 
world’s calamities have happened 
because men and women did not 
stop to think on their ways. 

The father needs to take stock 
of himself, and like David of old, 
stop and think on his way. Father- 
hood must be the greatest thing 
in the world since God reveals 
Himself in this highest and most 
sacred of all relationships. God has 
manifested Himself as supreme, as 
the Creator of all things, but the 
best of all is the revelation- of 
Himself as Father, and as such He 
is the source and imparter of life. 


A hush of silence sweeps over us 
as we breathe the word “mother.” 
Christianity exalts motherhood as 
no other religion in the history 
of the world. In His incarnation 
our Lord entered our humanity 
thru. the portals of a woman’s 
life and thus in a special sense 
sanctified motherhood. To be a 
mother is to hold”the refens of a 
nation. A mother’s hand is might- 
ier than a king’s scepter and this 
being true every mother is called 
to utmost consideration of her 
high office. 

The most precious little bundle 
ever laid in the arms of parents is 
that child of yours and mine. Par- 
ents who do not feel an over- 
whelming sense of responsibility 
before God with the advent of that 
tiny spark of life are not worthy 
of it. If a babe is regarded as 
nothing more than a burden, far 
better would it be had the infant 
died at birth. 

God’s Word calls upon us to re- 
deem the time because the days 
are evil. We believe there is no 
better way to redeem it and to 
make it count for most than to 
spend some of it meditating upon 
the duties which belong to par- 
enthood. To slight the office by 
neglect is to bring children into 
the world with the gravest of 
handicaps, when they are entitled 
to the best possible advantages. 
One cannot help but admire Joseph 
the husband of Mary and the sup- 
posed father of the Lord Jesus 
who when confronted with a dif- 
ficult situation, “... thought on 
these things...” (Matt. 1:20). And 
while he gave deliberation to his 
problem, “... behold, the angel of 
the Lord appeared unto him in a 
dream, saying, Joseph, thou son 
of David, fear not to take unto 
‘thee Mary thy wife: for that which 
is conceived in her is of the Holy 
Ghost” (Matt. 1:20). Instead of 
acting rashly through haste, he 
gave thought to his dilemma and 
God led him into a right under- 
standing of it.

Parental Diligence ° 


God has not left parents in the 
dark as to that which must dili- 
gently concern every one of us, 
Possibly the reason we have on our 
hands an unruly, unsettled and an © 
ungodly generation is because we 
have been loathe to do what God 
has commanded us to do. We read, 
“And these words, which I com- 
mand thee this day, shall be in 
thine heart: and thou shalt teach 
them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou 
sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by. the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up” (Deut. 6:6,7). The 
pity is we give greater diligence 
to a hundred nonessentials and 
neglect the most important of all, 
namely, the Word of God. Through 
His servant Moses, God was laying 
down the method by which chil- 
dren were to be reared. 

Solomon wrote, “Train up a 
child in the way he should go: and 
when he is old, he will not depart 
from it” (Prov. 22:6). There is 
nothing said about training up a 
child in the wisdom of this world, 
but rather in the wisdom of God 
which reveals ‘‘the way he should 
go.’ There are undoubtedly mil- 
lions of homes in this nation which 
do not possess a Bible, and on the 
Other hand there are millions of 
homes which possess the Bible but 
never read it or teach it to the 
oncoming generation. 

The New Testament is equally 
clear concerning our diligence in 
relation to those whom God has 
put into our hands. Paul wrote, 
“And, ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath: but bring them 
up in the nurture and admonition 
of the Lord” (Eph. 6:4). This is 
not the task of a day. It is line 
upon line, precept upon precept, 
day by day and hour by hour. 
Every sensible parent realizes it 
takes time and patience to comply 
with these divinely given instruc- 
tions, but our diligence will be well 
rewarded in the end. 


Many a man wishes that he had 
known earlier in life what he came 
to know later. Had he been aware 
of certain truths he would have 
been better off physically, mental- 
ly, morally, and spiritually. De- 
prived of the Word of God, he 
grew up in ignorance of the will of 
God for his life and was compelled 
to learn many things by bitter ex- 
perience. The pitfalls were un- 
known to him and as a result of 
some one’s failure he suffered 
much and perhaps caused much 
suffering on the part of others. 

Next, as parents we need to give 
serious thought to the matter of 


Parental Discipline 

Some one asked a farmer how 
he was able to produce such beau- 
tiful sheep. His reply was a classic 
for parents, “I take care of the 
lambs.”’ Taking care of lambs in- 
volves more than merely feeding 
them day by day. Every shepherd 
realizes that certain disciplinary 
processes need to be pursued if his 
lambs are to become the kind of 
sheep he desires. 

The problem of discipline is a 
difficult one and calls for careful 
and prayerful consideration and 
especially so in the light of God’s 
Word. I know full well that the 
methods of child-training have 
undergone many radical changes 
within the past few years. The 
method of self-determination has 
been substituted for the old and 
out-moded method prescribed by 
Solomon. The m@gdern theory is 
that a child should not be restrict- 
ed nor restrained, but must be 
allowed to do his own choosing. 
Corporal punishment has been 
ruled out likewise and is looked 
upon as a relic of the dark ages. 
God said, “‘Chasten thy son while 
there is hope, and let not thy soul 
spare for his crying” (Prov. 19:18). 

The chastening of children on 
the part of their parents must be 
the correct method of dealing with 
them since it is the method pur- 
sued by our heavenly Father for 
the well-being of His children. “... 
My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint 
when thou art rebuked of him: 
for whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. If ye en- 
dure chastening, God dealeth with 
you as with sons; for what son 
is he whom the father chasteneth 
not? But if ye be without chas- 
tisement, whereof all are par- 
akers, then are ye bastards, and

the strongest empire that ever 
existed. The end came when it 
began to relax its divorce and 
liquor laws. When beer was drunk 
in every home and divorce was 
easily permitted, Rome began to 
weaken and went down before the 
vandals in the fifth century with 
a terrible crash. 


Yes, the American home is in 
a terrible plight. This article went 
on to point out that liquor is the 
chief offender in our Houston 
home life. Judge Miller says, ‘Ex- 
cessive drink is undoubtedly one 
of the outstanding causes of di- 
vorce, delinquency, murder and the 
over-all high crime record of our 
county.” And still we American 
people go on deluding ourselves 
into thinking that we can long 
exist while nurturing this vile 
enemy in our midst. It is time 
for the American people to be 
done with this delusion. Drink 
is our number one enemy today. 
Unless the church people get to- 
gether to fight this démon within 
the American gates, we are doom- 
ed.

Paul’s injunction to Timothy in I

home. A little Scripture motto 
which hung on the wall. of the 


was a Simple statement ornament- 
ed with little blue forget-me-not 
flowers and framed in gold. It was 
taken from John’s epistle, ‘God is 
love.” If, as a child, I repeated that 
text once it must have been hund- 
reds and-hundreds of times. A wise 
and godly mother placed it there 
not merely as a decoration on the 
wall, but as a testimony for the 
spiritual well-being of her brood. 
What about the guests who come 
into our homes? What kind of 
music are the children compelled 
to hear? Some one said to a 
statesman, “You write the laws 
of a nation, but let me write its 
songs.” He knew the powerful ef- 
fect the songs we sing have upon 
us and especially upon our chil- 
dren. Much of the music coming 
over the air is worse than trash 
and pollutes the sanctity of the 
home. Do we come home after 
work with a newspaper and a 
half dozen cans of beer and then 
wonder why our children are not 
interested in their home? The 
choices we make will affect our 
children for time and for eternity. 
“We lost our first child,” said 
a man in the course of conversa- 
tion with a friend. Shocked, the 
other cried out, “I didn’t know 
that she was dead!”’ “Oh, she isn’t 
dead,’”’ was the quiet response, to 
which was added sadly, “I was too 
busy.” : 


We had a little space of re- 
pentance when Billy Sunday was 
preaching a red-hot Gospel that 
led the churches to vote in Pro- 
hibition. I wish our great national 
evangelists today would do the 
same toward cleansing America. 
We need a message of righteous- 
ness or we might as well say 
with the _ prophet Jeremiah, 
“Peace, peace, but there is no 
peace.” It is simply a temporary 
respite lulling us to sleep, making 
us think that all is well. We are 
being undermined and one day 
the house of cards will topple with 
all of it gigantic financial struc- 
ture on top of our doomed heads. 
We shall lose our Republic and all 
that is sacred to us, 


America’s Children Lawless 


Secondly, America’s’ children 
are becoming lawless. Lawlessness 
is so great we don’t seem to know 
how to cope with it. Few civil 
authorities will follow the advice 
of the Word of God. They know 
too much. They multiply devices— 
better parks, fmer facilities, more 
amusements for youth, instead of 
getting at the root of the matter 
and putting the parents of the of- 
fenders in jail and making them 
pay the bills. This preaching of 
righteousness must be from the 
housetops. When we start to do 
that we will have a change in this 
terrible juvenile delinquency and 
lawlessness on every hand. 

Billy Graham said recently in 
a shout over the air, “At no time 
in the history of the nation has 
there been so much teen-age mis- 
demeanor as there is today.” Re- 
cently the Chicago newspapers 
brought out the fact that in the 
past year a half million dollars 
worth of school property was de- 
stroyed by youthful vandals. An- 


other half million dollar’ train 
wreck occurred because of two 
boys thirteen and fifteen years 


of age. They stated that last year, 
and they estimated that it would 
be worse this year, that millions 
of. doliars- worth of park property 
is being wantonly destroyed by 
young people, especially boys up 
to fifteen and sixteen years of 
age. 

In Atlanta four boys from well- 
to-do homes released the brakes 
on twenty cars that were parked 
on hills just to see them go down 
the hill and crash. We are in an 
age when millions of youth like to 
see violent things happen. In Balti- 
more last year youngsters destroy- 
ed twenty-two thousand windows. 
In Detroit today the policemen 
often travel in groups of four or 
five because patrolmen traveling 
in teams of two have been so often 
attacked by gangs of boys thirteen 
to sixteen years of age and beaten 
up. 

Even the church is being dam- 
aged here and there. In one of our 
large Southern cities a large Bap- 
tist church was entered by a group 
of youthful vandals who spread 
paint all over beautifully painted 
walls, tore up the carpets, batter- 
ed down the furniture, and caused 
thousands. of dollars worth of 
damage. No respect for sacred 
things! Why? Because of the 
Comic Book Tragedy. That is 
basically the reason this outright 
and blatant attitude toward pri- 
vate property is taking place so 
rapidly. 3 

Dr. Frederic Werthan, Director 
of LaFargue Clinic in New York 
City, calls this a process of youth- 
ful brain-washing. In the Novem- 
ber issue of the Ladies Home 
Journal, 
“What Parents Don’t Know About 
Comic Books,” he points out that 
there are now 950,000,000 comic 
books sold in the United States 
every year. We are now faced with 
the most satanic propaganda that 
has ever been let loose in our 
country. It is designed to destroy 
us from the interior where we 
can’t do very much about it. Chris- 
tians must arouse’ themselves, 
speak out and cleanse our nation 
from its real enemies. 


Dr. Werthan quotes Virgilia 
Peterson as saying, “We are al- 
lowing ourselves in the name of 
free speech to. be deceived by buy- 
ing and letting our children buy 
the worst propaganda in the na- 
tion. It is a tryanny by a hand- 
ful of unscrupulous people.” It is 
time we forgot this peculiar no- 
tion of free speech—that you can 
write whatever you want and say 
whatever you want and get. by 
with it simply because this is 
America. We still have some 


in an article entitled, 


standards of propriety about right 
and wrong. We still have the right 
to safeguard the morals of our 
youth. It is time we were getting 
up and saying, “You cannot print 
that type of stuff. You can’t write 
it. You can’t put it in circulation. 
You’re the real offender; not the 
boy that went out and wrecked 
the train. You’re the one who in- 
flamed his mind. You’re the one 
who is guilty for the rape of that 
six-year old child. You’re the one 
who put the idea in that ten-year 
old boy’s mind.” 


A boy eleven years old killed a 
woman in a holdup recently. His 
twenty year old brother comment- 
ed, “If you want the cause of 
all this, here it is. It’s these rotten 
comic books. Cut this out and 
things like this will not happen.” 

Why don’t we cut it out? Well, 
there are several reasons. One 


j} reason is that America has lost its 


moral crusading heart. Why have 
we lost our moral crusading spirit? 
Because we have lost God’s Spirit. 
God’s Spirit is a spirit of liberty 
but it is a spirit of liberty which 
will not permit license; and that 
liberty will fight for the things 
that are right. “Ye who love the 
Lord, hate evil,” says the psalmist. 
You can’t hate evil without speak- 
ing out against it. 

This swivel-chair hatred of writ- 
ing a little bit about it isn’t 
enough. We have to go out and 
fight it, speak up against it. We 
have to quit doing business with 
the liquor people. I think we ought 
to get to the place where we say, 
“I buy dry.” “If you sell wet, 
I’ don’t buy yout stuff even 
though I can save a few cents.’ 
We have to get some righteousness 
in our heart about this thing and 
be realistic. 

This is the time to sound a 
warning note. We ‘have to dig in 
somewhere. No .army ever wins 
without digging in. They can’t al- 
ways retreat, and say, “When we 
find a better place to dig in we 
will.” They would never dig in; 
they would always be retreating, 
and that is what America is doing. 
Always going back a little further, 
never saying, “At this ridge we 
hold.” This may be the last ridge 
for many of us but we are going 
to do our share to stop this trav- 
esty which is ruining our nation. 


Friendless America 
America is becoming friendless. 
Newspapers are telling us about 
it and those who come home from 
abroad are saying we are the most 


hated nation in the world. Dr. V. 
Raymond Edman, President of | 
Wheaton College, recently. set 


forth what he considers to be the 
“ten greatest fallacies in public 
affairs.’”’ He said one is the idea 
that we can gain international 
friendship by spending billions of 
dollars on people. In other words, 
the idea that you can gain true 
friends by giving them money. I 
have yet to find that true. It is 
better to keep ourselves respect- 
able with other countries by say- 
ing, ‘““‘We will loan you this money 
but you have to pay it back.” Up 
to July 1, 1953, the United States 
Congress voted 53 billion dollars 


of the tax-payers’ money for 
foreign projects. 
The United States News and 


World Report.ot July 1, 1953 
makes this fitting contrast be- 
tween what we are spending a- 
broad and at home: “In any twelve 
year period we have never spent 
more than 47 billion dollars for all 
the public schools and universities 
in which our children are educated, 
national, state, and local. In a 
similar period we have never spent 
more than 14 billions for federal 
public works, for the improvement 
of our country by roads, dams, 
postoffices, flood control, ete. 
Some think the farm program has 
been excessive. But it has never 
exceeded 20 billions in twelve 
years and has been for the benefit 
of the American farmers. For our 
war veterans for whom we have 
a very real debt, we have never 
voted more than 51 billions in a 
similar period of time—less for 
our own who suffered for us than 
for those who have largely little 
understanding of why we help 
foreigners and littleif any ap- 
preciation for what is done.” 


Friends Not to Be Spared 


The prophet said, “Spare not.’ 
What does that mean? It means 
what is says. Don’t spare anybody. 
Don’t spare your own children. 
Don’t spare your closest confeder- 


ates in business, in sodial life, in|. 


community life, in church life. 
There can be no fraternity that 
is closer than the fraternity of 
God’s saints. 


I want to give you several exam- 
ples from the Scriptures of what 
God means by sparing not. In 
Numbers chapter 25 we are 
told of a prominent Hebrew 
sinner who came into the camp 
and brought a Moabitish woman. 
Her name was Cozbi and his name 
was Zimri. Zimri came in against 
the ordinance of God bringing this 
Moabitish woman with him, doubt- 
less supposing that because he was 
popular that he could get by with 
it. A plague raged through the 
camp, and twenty-four thousand 
people died. Finally to stop this 
plague, Phineas, a preacher’s boy, 
the son of Eleazar, the high priest 
who had taken his father Aaron’s 
place in the high priesthood, took 
a spear and went into this man’s 
tent, drove it through his body 
and the woman’s body, executing 
both of them. What did God do? 
He stayed the plague. Why? Be- 
cause in spite of the fact that 
these were popular sinners, some- 
one had the courage to speak out 
against it. I would to God we had 
some more Phineases’ in the 
American pulpit today. There 
would be some dead bodies around 
but God would stay the plague. 


In the thirteenth chapter of 
Deuteronomy there is an outstand- 
ing passage which tells the people 
of Israel that they are never to 
spare even a kinsman where there 
is evil conduct. Verses 6-11 read: 

“If thy brother, the son-of thy 
mother, or thy son, or. thy daugh- 
ter, or the wife of thy bosom, or 
thy friend, which is as thine own 
soul, entice thee secretiy, saying, 
Let us.ge and serve other: gods, 
which thou hast not known, thou, 
nor thy fathers; namely, of the 
gods of the people which are round 
about you, niga unto thee, or far 
off from thee, from the one end of 
the earth even unto the other end 
of the earth; thou shalt not con- 
sent unto him, nor hearken- unto 
him, neither shall thine eye pity 
him, neither shalt thou’ spare, 
neither shalt thou conceal him: 
But thou shalt surely kill him; 
thine hand shall be first wpon him 
to put him to death, and after- 
wards the hand of all the people. 
And thou shalt stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he 
hath sought to thrust thee away 
from the Lord thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage. 
And all Israel shall hear, and 
fear, and shall do no more any such 
wickedness as this is among you.” 

That is pretty explicit, isn’t it? 
We can’t actually kill our own. 
But when people say, “Oh, let’s 
not go to the house of God; that 
preacher is too sharp, he doesn't 
spare anyone,” you are not to 
spare “that kind of a person. You 
are to Say, “I am going where I 
can get the Gospel. No matter if 
it hurts and cuts close, I want to 
do something for God.” 

Our trouble today is that we 
don’t want to offend anyone. That 
is our weakness. Did you know 
that Protestantism started out as 
the most offensive religion of its 
time? Has it lost its protest, lost 
its offensiveness? Is that why 
many people don’t know what Pro- 
testants really stand for? The real 
Protestants stand for what I am 
saying here. The others are only 
counterfeits, because they have 
lost their purpose. 

We must not spare even the 
church people who lower the 
standards of separation from the 
world. We are to exhort one an- 
other. The apostles continually did 
so. Read Philippians 3:17-19. There 
Paul states that some were walk- 
ing close to God. He urged every- 
one to walk with them. But he 
said of the other crowd that is 
walking far apart, “They are the 
enemies of Christ.” Have nothing 
to do with them. | 

Our children who need correc- 
tion must not be spared simply — 
because they are our flesh and 
blood. We must be strict with 
them. We must pray and weep 
before God that he will give us 
their good wishes, that they may 
see inwardly that Dad and Mom 
are right. | 


Follies Must Be Shown 


“Show my people... their sins.” 
Generalities on this subject are 
confusing. We must be. explicit 
as the apostles and the prophets 
were. They didn’t denotince sin in 
(Continued on page 9) 
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general, but specific sins. The 
Devil works upon explicits. He 
wants people to be explicitly im- 
moral. He wants them to explicitly 
drink. He wants them to be false 
and dishonest. We must spare not. 
We must show Israel their sins. 
We must fight liquor and the 
liquor crowd. We must fight Holly- 
wood and the Hollywood piedpipers 
who are paid high salaries to des- 
troy the American people. Some 
say they aren’t all so bad out 
there. Yes, give me any pile of 
rotten apples and I can find a few 
worth eating. That’s not saying I 
am going to get my apples out of 
that pile. 

We must show America the folly 
of assuming that the moral char- 
acter of the nation is better or can 
be better than its individual citi- 
zens. People must realize that 
America as a whole cannot be 
better than its individuals. You 
and I are to be little facsimiles 
of America as a whole. When we 
go abroad to spend the “big” 
money we have, foreigners say, 
“That’s America.” Everyone of us 
is America. And don’t think that in 
the long run we can be.better as a 
nation or stronger than everyone 
of us. 


Fabrications Must Stop 


We must stop this lying to God. 
The prophet says, “They seek me 
daily. They delight. to know my 
way as a nation that did righteous- 
ness and forsook not the ordin- 


.ances of the Lord.” "Phat is irony. 


Sure they ask of me the ordinances 
of justice. They take delight. And 
so it is there are a lot of people 
who have religion without regener- 
ation. 

We must do away with the fab- 
rication that one can 
without having Christian works. If 
one truly worships God, he will 
be following godly works. His 
whole life will be an outflow of 
Christian works. He will want to 
be telling others of what Christ 
did for him in his worship exper- 
ience.

sion, What? tells of a friend of 
his who was a commander in the 
British Navy stationed over in 
China. He was an_ outspoken 
Christian, and in all of his spare 
time he would go on land and get 
Chinese people together for Bible 
study. He built up a large men’s 
Bible class over there in Shanghai, 
and finally when he was discharg- 
ed from the Navy and came back 
to Britain he said, “The greatest 
period of my life was while I was 
winning souls for the Lord over 
therein China.” Today he is still 
active in men’s Bible class work 
over in his own country. Worship 
that is vital will cause us to work 
for God some place. 

Finally, we must do away with 
this modern will-o-wisp type of 
religion which I call happiness 
without holiness. There is a lot 
of that. That is bad, but a more 
subtle type is found among these 
cultured folks who have’ what 
might be called Psychological Ad- 
justment Religion. They think re- 
ligion is something to give them an 
adjustment to life, make them 
able to get along with people, get 
rid of an inferiority complex, quit 
the bottle and maybe a few other 
things. Now they are religious. But 
what is the weakness of it? They 
do not emphasize the blood atone- 
ment of Jesus. They neglect repen- 
tance and restitution—the real 
heart of regeneration. They have 
sort of an intellectual recrudesc- 
ence which has done much to help 
them get along in society. But I 
Say those people may be lost and 
hardly know it. They have a new 
happiness but it is false because 
its heart is not separated unto God 
in “sanctification without which no 
man shall see the Lord” (Heb. 12: 
14). 


May the church of God not fail 
a sinking world in these history- 
turning days. Let her’ prophets 
trumpet the warning truth of 
God’s covenant. Let her people live 
to the full righteous standard of 
her message. Then shall men call 
her “walls salvation,” and her 
“sates praise’ (Isa. 60:18).

scriptions! This does not count 
some money given for the Mission- 
ary and Minister Subscription 
Fund, but it is shockingly low. Or- 
dinarily we would expect to get a 
few more subscriptions in this last 
month of the campaign than we 
got in the first two months, Peo- 
ple tend to wait until the last. 
However, judging from the pro- 
portion of subscriptions now in, it 
seems likely that we will have less 
than half the number of subscrip- 
tions which we hoped to raise in 
this three-month period. That is a 
disappointing fact, but one that 
we must honestly face. 


We are not leaving God out of 
the calculation, however. I know 
that He can put it in the hearts 
of thousands of people to send 
subscriptions right away. I know 
that pastors can set out to get 
whole churches to subscribe. I 
know that some larger givers can 
send in and ought to send in thou- 
sands of dollars to send THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD to preachers, 
to missionaries, to shut-ins, to 
ministerial students, to national 
workers in foreign countries, 
workers who can read English, I 
trust that God will stir the hearts 
of thousands of Christians to do 
now what they have failed to do 
in recent weeks. I say frankly that 
unless there is a startling and 
drastic change, we will come out 
far below our goal of 200,000 sub- 
scriptions in this year, 1954, our 
twentieth anniversary year, and 
We will face serious embarrass- 
ment. 


God Has Not Failed! 


Of one thing I am sure: God 
has not failed us. God is still con- 
cerned about spreading the Gospel. 
God is backing up THE SworpD OF 
THE Lorp. He keeps His promise. 

And I do not plan to be swerved

less help than we ought to have, 
then His will is good. I do not fret, 
I am not sad. God has proven Him- 
self faithful. God cares. God an- 
swers prayer. “In due season we 
shall reap, if we faint not.” Those 
who sow in tears shall reap in joy. 
So I will go straight down the 
road to make THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp what God wants it to be; 
with God’s help, to reach as many 
thousands of people with the Gos- 
pel and with the revival message 
as I can. 

We here at the Sword of the 
Lord office still believe that we 
were led of God to try to get 75,- 
000 subscriptions by the March 31 
deadline. We know that people 
need THE Sworp. We know that if 
we are to enlarge the circulation 
greatly this. year, we must do 
much of it now. We know that, 
compared with past subscription 
campaigns, when we had less cir- 
culation to start with, the pres- 
ent goal is not too high. In one 
campaign, when we had many less 
subscribers than we now have, we 
sot 47,000 subscriptions. We ought 
to get 75,000 subscriptions now. 


Not only are we convinced that 
this plan is right, but here in the 
Sword of the Lord office most of 
the workers have given sacrificial- 
ly, sending subscriptions to others. 
We have had two or three nights 
of prayer, lasting from 5:00 p.m, 
until 8:00 the next morning, and 
all of the fifteen hours somebody 
was calling on the Lord. Those of 
us who took part were each in two 
full hours or more of the prayer 
meeting. Next Thursday evening 
we will have six hours of prayer 
again for the whole Sword staff, 
from 5:00 p.m. until 11:00 p.m. 
We have waited on God. We have 
pleaded with Him to use THE 
SworD OF THE LorD and to stir up 
helpers. We will continue to pray. 
We are not doubting God, His 
goodness, His faithfulness, His an- 
swer to prayer. 


It may be that God still wants 
us to plead before Him and wait 
on Him for His fullest blessing. 
Ali right, we will try to do that. 


We know that God has not failed, 
and will not fail. 


Who, Then, Has Failed? 


If THE SWORD OF THE LorD sub- 
scription campaign fails, then 
whose failure is it? And why is it 
that so few people take to heart 
this burden of spreading the Gos- 
pel to the whole world, this bur- 
den for stirring revival fires in the 
hearts of Christian people, this 
burden of saving preachers and 
Christian workers from modern- 
ism, from false cults, and from 
formalism? Why is it that thou- 
sands who could have helped, have 
not done their part, have not sent 
in subscriptions for neighbors and 
friends? Why is it that pastors 
have not taken the matter up in 
their churches and that in many 
cases Where pastors have been 
blessed by THE Sworp, they have 
not taken the matter up with 
their people, have not sent sub- 
scriptions? 

Some peopde, no doubt, are an- 
gry with THE Sworp because we 
nave taken a plain stand against 
communism and socialism. Some 
friends of Bishop Oxnam, who said 
thatthe God of the Old Testament 
is “‘a dirty bully,” do not send sub- 
scriptions. ‘All right, if you are for 
socialism and modernism, we can 
count you out. We cannot change 
the policies of THE Sworp OF THE 
Lorp to please such people. 


Some people have been angry at 
our exposure of Dr. Nels Ferre, 
and other such modernists. Some 
strict worshipers of denomina- 
tions would rather all the infidels 
were protected and not a word of 
criticism uttered, to defend Christ 
and the Bible and to save our 


young people, rather. than that 
some reflection should come on 
their denomination through the 


infidels they have endorsed. Are 
you among them? Very well; THE 
SWORD OF THE LorRD cannot change 
its position. We intend to carry on 
this fight, as we have all the years, 
against modernism and _ infidelity 
in the church and out. 

Some people despise evangelists 
and evangelism. I received very 
sharp, bitter letters because I 
would not publish a denunciation 
of Billy Graham in THE SworpD oF 
THE LorD. Some people want es- 
says and Bible studies, but do not 
want evangelistic sermons. They 
do not want any condemnation of 
sin. They do not want reports of 
revival campaigns, stories of souls 
saved. If you are of that crowd, 
naturally we do not expect you to 
send subscriptions. THE SworD OF 
THE LorpD is a revival paper, a Gos- 
pel-preaching weekly. We are not 
ashamed of evangelism, not a- 
shamed of the Gospel, not asham- 
ed of revival. We are not ashamed 
to print sermons. We are calling 
America back to the old-time re- 
vival, back to ‘tthe old-time Gos- 
pel preaching against sin, calling 
for repentance and faith in Jesus 
Christ. 

Perhaps you do not like the ex- 
posures of heresies and false cults 
which appear in THE SWORD OF THE 
LorD. Last week a high official of 
the Christian Science publication 
committee, called on me to plead 
with me to treat the Christian 
Scientists as fellow-Christians. He 
admitted that they did not believe 
in the deity of Jesus, did not be- 
lieve in salvation by the blood, did 
not claim to be born again in the 
historic Christian sense; yet he 
wanted to be called a_ brother- 
Christian! If you are for the false 
cults which deny the virgin birth, 
the blood atonement, the fact of 


sin, need for a new birth, a literah} 


Heaven and a literal Hell, then 
that may be one reason you do not 
send subscriptions. 


It may be that you are so en- 
armored of “scholarship” that you 
do not like our stand on the R.S.V. 
Bible. We want no Bible transla- 
ted by infidels. We want no Bible 
that plays down the deity of Christ. 
We do not want to leave the trans- 
lation of the Bible in the hands 
of the National Council of Church- 
es, profiting by royalty on every 
copy sold. Some other Christian 
magazines have taken full-page 
ads paying them hundreds of dol- 
lars. But THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
will not sell out on this matter. 


One ultradispensationalist who 
has been promising for many years 
that Jesus is just about to come 
because of certain events which 
enable him ‘to “judge, has tried 
more than once to buy advertising 
space in THE SwWoRD OF THE LORD 


for his books which come close 


to date-setting and thus, we think, 
give a false emphasis which will 
do harm instead of good, and will 
get people talking more about the 
newspapers than about the Bible, 
and to looking for signs more than 
soul winning. He is a good man, 
as are many, many other ultra- 
dispensationalists who, we believe, 
go too far on this matter of finding 
signs everywhere; practically pro- 
phesying when Jesus wil return, 
although the Bible plainly says 
that “It is not for you to know the 
tumes or the seasons, which the 
Father hath put in his own pow- 
er,” and “But of that day and that 
hour knoweth no man, no... , 
neither the son, but the Father.” 
Yes, such people may not send sub- 
scriptions to THE SwWorD OF THE 
LORD. 


There you have it. If you are in 
Sympathy with modernists, or 
communists, or socialists, or false 
cults, you will not want to send 
THE SWORD OF THE LorD to save 
sinners, nor to stir preachers to 
win souls, or to set Christians 
stratght’on the narrow path. Or 
if you are a good. Christian, but 
more interested in’ some fad or 
fancy or hobby than in soul win- 
ning and revival, you may not 
send subscriptions.

3ut, you say those mentioned 
above are not your crowd? Oh, 
yes it is—if you are not helping 
in this subscription campaign.

OF THE LorD, helping to oppose 
this revival influence that God has 
used to stir hearts around the 
world and to open the doors for 
revival. No matter what you may 
personally believe, faith without 
works is dead. No matter what 
side you say you are on, actually 
what you do speaks louder than 
what you say. Those who send sub-

Jones University, I can assure you 
and other members of the Board 
that the administration here, in- 
cluding the president and all of the 
executives associated with him, is 
determined under God to keep Bob 
Jones University a fighting base 
for world-wide evangelical ortho- 
doxy. I have never rejoiced in my 
heart so much as I have at the 
spirit on the campus this year. 

We are graduating at the end of 
this semester one more student 
than we did at the end of the first 
semester last year. Yet we lost 
32 per cent fewer students for all 
reasons during the first semester 
and at the end of the first semes- 
ter than we did last year; and with 
some who will arrive a little late, 
TI am sure we will enroll more 
than we did the second semester 


last year. 

The president and the other ex- 
ecutives feel that until we build 
two more dormitories, we should 
reduce the enrollment at least 
one hundred more. The dormitor- 
ies are still too crowded. As you 
know, we do not take any young 
single students unless they live 
with relatives or in our dormi- 
tories.

A day or two ago, I found on 
my desk a note concerning the 
proposed plans for a city-wide 
campaign in Joplin, Missouri, to 
be conducted by Jack Shuler, 
who, to my mind, is one of the 
best evangelistic preachers in 
the whole wide world. When 
I read the note, I began to 
think about when Jack Shuler 
came to our school. His father, 
Bob Shuler, has been a member 
of the Board of Trustees of Bob 
Jones University for years and 
is one of my old-time personal 
friends. Bob Shuler told my son, 
Bob, Jr., the president of the 
University, and me, “I want 
Jack to come to Bob Jones 
University. It looks as if Holly- 
wood is going to get him in 
spite of all I can do. You have 
the best speech department of 
any school, as far as I know, 
in the world; and I am going 
to advise Jack to come to Bob 
Jones University (Bob Jones 
College it was at that time) 
for a major in speech. I am 
going to tell him that if he is 
going into Holiywood, I want 
him to be a cultured, trained 
actor. Now, Bob, Sr., and Bob, 
Jr. I am praying that Jack 
will get right with God. I am 
counting on the atmosphere of 
Bob Jones University to do, for 
my son what needs to be done.”’ 
I looked at Bob, Jr., and he 
looked at me. I did not really 
know what to tell my friend, 
Bob Shuler. I wanted to say, “If 
he does not get converted, I 
would hate mighty bad to train 
him in the atmosphere of 
Christian culture and refine- 
ment of Bob Jones University 
to be a Hollywood actor.” Then, 
too, I knew that Jack Shuler 
had been under Christian in- 
fluences all his life and if he 
wasn’t out and out for God, 
I did not see just exactly what 
we could do for him.

Jack 
came. He was gentlemanly and 
respectful, but we knew he was 
not right with God. One day 
I returned to the campus; and 
Bob, Jr., said, “Jack Shuler has 
really been converted. He is 
going to be a preacher.” I said, 
“Bob, it is hard for me to be- 
lieve. that.” “Well,” he. said, 
“wait and see.” In about an 
hour, Jack came into my office; 
and he had changed to one of 
the sweetest persons I had ever 
known. Every time I think of 
Jack and his. conversion. and 
evangelistic work, I get a won- 
derful thrill. But here is an- 
other part of the story: The 
man .who is spearheading the 
Jack Shuler méeting in Joplin, 
Missouri, was converted under 
my ministry in a great city- 
wide campaign in Joplin years 
ago. 


I just kept thinking as I 
read the note on my desk about 
Jack’s meeting in Joplin of all 
the evangelists who have gone 
out into the world, and some 
day we may be able to give you 
the names of all of them who 
have done a marvelous work in 
winning the lost to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. A large percent- 
age of the evange¥ists whose 
names are making headlines 
now got their evangelistic slant 
and inspiration on Bob Jones

University campus. If we had 
Space, we could tell in detail 
the story, but we haven’t the 
space. If you find a great evan- 
gelistic campaign anywhere in 
the country, in practically all 
of the campaigns, you will find 
an evangelist or preacher or 
singer or an organizer or some- 
one who got his inspiration 
when a student in Bob Jones 
University. 

Bob Jones University stands 
first of all for the Lord Jesus 
Christ and salvation by grace 
through faith in His. atoning 
blood.

They will be soul 
winners. The door is wide open 
in this field. Help us find young 
people of the right kind who 
can be trained in the right way 
to do the right kind of job for 
God. We have no trouble keep- 
ing our dormitories overflow- 
ing, but we want to get the 
type of folks that can be train- 
ed to do the type job we are 
trying to do for God, and you 
can help us. Remember this: 
We would rather the right kind 
of student who can be trained 
to do the job we have in 
mind even that we have to help 
with a part work/loan scholar- 
ship than to have some rich 
student that can pay his way 
in full that may not be the 
type that can be trained to en- 
ter the wide open doors of op- 
portunity. 

Third: We want you to help 
us financially. We are engaged 
in, an unselfish work, and you 
can help us. Please also ask 
the folks that believe in the 
sort of thing we are doing to 
help us. We want you folks who 
believe in this business to in- 
vest some money in this work. 
We want to be able to make 
loans to students to take care 
of a part of their expenses if 
they have to have loans. We 
want money for missions. We 
are spending $1,000 a month in 
Japan and $1,000 a month in 
Korea regularly, and it is all 
spent for evangelism; and in 
addition to this, we are spend- 
ing hundreds of dollars in these 
two countries as well as other 
countries every month to pro- 
mote the cause of evangelism 
through tracts and other ways. 
Our operating overhead here is 
very heavy. It costs us a mini- 
mum of $125,000 a month to 
carry on this work; so we want 
you to help us financially. Re- 
member, Bob Jones University 
is a corporation not for profit. 
You are not helping any man 
materially when you _ send 
money to this institution. You 
are helping a cause. When the 
depression was on, I cashed out 
my own life insurance to help 
pay the operating overhead of 
the school. I have never had a 
salary. I have had a small 
drawing account to take care of 
the expenses I have had to pay 
for the school that I could not 
afford to pay myself. We are 
working for God here at Bob 
Jones University, and God is 
working with this school. You 
can help us and be a partner 
in this business. 

Now, this is a long statement, 
but I felt I should make the 
statement. We are _ training 
students who can move into all 
centers out in the world as 
good witnesses for Jesus Christ 
and also as soul winners. Let us 
hear from you. We are count- 
ing on you.

If invalids can find opportunities 
of Christian service, how much 
more ought we who are not so 
handicapped to find them. Jesus 
said, “Say not ye, There are yet 
four months, and then cometh 
harvest? behold, I say unto you, 
Lift up your eyes, and look on the 
fields: for they are white already 
to harvest” (John 4:35).

Sometimes it is not a complete 
lack of concern which causes one 
to neglect the business of soul 
winning, but. simply spiritual in- 
dolence.

Most of us have had experiences 
similar to that of a friend of mine 
who said that he went to a jewelry 
store one day to get his watch 
which he had left to be repaired. 
He had a pleasant conversation 
with the jeweler and just as he 
left the store he was impressed to 
go back and talk to the man about 
his soul. But he thought, “I have 
a busy day ahead of me and I will 
be back in town tomorrow. I will 
try to stop by and see this man 
then.”’ The next morning his heart 
sank as he read in the paper that 
the jeweler had died the day be- 
fore with a heart attack. His op- 
portunity to reach that man for 
Christ was gone forever. 


Spiritual Manslaughter 


A man in Detroit asked me to 
go down to the prison and deal 
with a friend of his who had 
been sentenced. I went down and 
led the man to Christ. He was 
not guilty of murder, but man- 
slaughter through the dereliction 
of duty. He had been left in charge

has such a lovely voice!” or, “Let 
John play tonight; he plays better 
than I do!’’ Remember that your 
talent was given to you to use, 
whether it is great or small. You 
won’t be judged by what kind of 
talent you have, but you'll be re- 
warded according to how faithfully 
you've used it. 


Notice that according to point 
number 11, we are to remember 
the improvement of talent. No tal- 
ent can lie around unused with- 
out getting rusty. Those who have 
talents ought to develop them, to 
improve them. Maybe that means 
you should be taking voice les- 
sons, in order to use your talent 
for the Lord. Maybe it means prac- 
ticing more. Whatever it means 
for you, don’t ever neglect the im- 
proving of your talent, the using 
of it for the Lord. 


If you start to improve your 
talent, and find it slow going, 
that’s where number 2 will come 
in, The value of perseverance. Just 
keep on keeping on! Keep trying, 
and improvement will come. Here 
is where you'll need to remember 
“the obligation of duty,” “the 
virtue of patience,” and “the 
pleasure of working,” too. But 
patience, perseverance and work 
do pay, and with the help of God, 
they will accomplish results, if 
you keep on trying. 

The last thing I want to mention 
is ‘the dignity of simplicity.” This 
brings to mind a few occasions 
that stand out in my experience 
like shining jewels. There was a 
time when I heard a man sing who 
didn’t have a wonderful voice— 
just an average one, you'd have 
said. The song he was singing was 
not beautifully nor expertly writ- 
ten, from the viewpoint of a tech- 
nical musician. He didn’t put in 
anything fancy or different; he 
just stood up and sang from the 
heart, in all the dignity of sim- 
plicity. As he sang, God spoke. 
What we heard was not an indif- 
ferent voice singing a simple mel-! 


ody; it was the words we heard. 
The words told of confidence and 
trust in a God who loves to watch 
over His own; and it was the 
words that went home with me 
after that service was over. 

Do you see what I mean? It 
doesn’t take a concert pianist, an 
operatic voice, to serve God. It 
takes a heart completely given 
over to Him, a life ready to be a 
channel of blessing. This is the 
important thing, that without 
which blessing cannot come. If you 
are blessed with a remarkable 
talent, so much the better. But 
that alone can’t bring blessing, 
and it isn’t necessary to. blessing. 
Do you love the Lord? Then tell 
it—in word and in music! Has He 
helped you? Let people know about 
it! Do you have an opportunity 
to play, to sing, to speak? Don’t 
worry about what somebody else 
can do! Do what you can do, the 
very best you can. There’s a place 
you can fill that nobody else can 
fill. There’s somebody you can 
reach that nobody else can reach. 
Make up your mind, in whole- 
hearted consecration, in simple 
dedication—to use what you have 
for Jesus!

of a railroad gate, but through 
carelessness failed to put the gate 
down at the proper time. I left 
the prison that day asking, “Lord, 
is it true that if I fail to put 
down the gate of warning and 
people run past me into Hell I 
am guilty of spiritual manslaugh- 
ter?”’ Reason says that I am; con- 
science tells me so; and the Word 
of God says, “When I say unto 
the wicked, Thou shalt surely die; 
and thou givest him not warning, 
nor speakest to warn the wicked 
from his wicked way,.to save his 
life; the same wicked man shall 
die in his iniquity; but his blood 
will I require at thine hand” 
(Ezek. 3:18). Notice that He said, 
.his blood will I require at 
thine hand,” not “thy ~ blood.” 
“His blood...at thine hand.” 


An Eternal Principle 


It is true that God was speak- 
ing to Ezekiel in the dispensation 
of law, but there is an eternal 
principle in what He said. Every 
Christian has a responsibility to 
win men to Jesus Christ; and if 
he does’ not fulfill this obligation, 
he will answer to God for it. It 
may be in this life, or it may be 
at the judgment seat of Christ 
that he will answer for it. Some- 
body may ask, “Where does my 
responsibility end? I could spend 
every waking moment going from 
person to person pleading with 
them to come to Christ. I could 
wear out my strength and my life. 
I could stand on the street corner 
and cry out to the passing throngs 
to repent and turn to Christ. Does 
God want me to do that?”’ God may 
raise up a John Vassar to spend 
all of his time going from person 
to person, or a Roland Hill to 
stand on the street corner and 
cry out for men to repent, but 
He does not lead all men that 
way. That may not be the most 
effective manner for you to bring 
men to Christ. He wants you to 
be filled with His Spirit and so 
sensitive to His leading that you 
will see your opportunities and 
know when it is time for you to 
speak. 


I am not so much afraid that 
you will not see the open door, 
as I am that you will let it close 
before you enter. Those _ souls 
whom you ought to reach for 
Christ may be in eternity before 
you get around to talking to them. 


Jesus May Come 


Remember that Jésus said, “Be- 
hold, I come quickly.” You may 
be called at. any moment before 
the judgment seat of Christ where 
the Christian’s works will. be 
judged. This judgment will take 
place when He comes for His 
Church. “And, behold, I come 
quickly; and my reward is with 
me, to give every man according 
as his work shall be” (Rev. 22:12). 

Peter exhorted the elders to 
feed the flock 
“And when the chief Shepherd 
shall appear,. ye shall receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not 
away’ (I Pet. 5:4). Suppose you 
should be called upon tonight to 
stand before the judgment seat of 
Christ. Would you be ashamed? 
Would you expect to be rewarded? 


In I Corinthians 3:11-15 Paul 
writes: 
“For other foundation can no 


man lay than that is laid, which 
is Jesus Christ. Now if any man 
build upon this foundation gold, 
silver, precious stones, wood, hay, 
stubble; Every man’s work shall 
be made manifest: for the day 
shall declare it, because it shall 
be revealed by fire; and the fire 
shall try every man’s work of 
what sort it is. If any man’s work 
abide which he hath built there- 
upon, he shall receive a reward. If 
any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he him- 
self shall be saved; yet so as by 
fire.” 


The Judgment Seat 


Some Christians may stand at 
the judgment seat and hear Jesus 
say something like this, “Come 
in. There is a place for you, but 
there is no reward. I love you; 
I died for you, but you have earned 
no reward. There is no crown of 
joy for you. You were not a soul 
winner. You did. not even support 
or encourage evangelism and mis- 
sions. In fact, you sometimes 
hindered such work by your 
lethargy which influenced other 
Christians into the same _ state 
of apathy which you were in. 
There is no crown of glory for you. 
You had no real part in feeding the

flock of God. There is no crown of 
righteousness for you. You did 
not love my appearing so that you 
‘fought a good fight’ and ‘finished 
the course’ and ‘kept the faith.’ 
There is no crown of life for you. 
You did not live the martyr life 
or die the martyr death. There is 
for you no incorruptible crown 
which fadeth not away. You did 
not ‘keep under’ your body. You 
desecrated this temple of my 
Spirit with nicotine and alcohol, 
and petting and dancing, and in- 
temperate feasting. But come on 
in. ” 

My friends, I would weep in 
Heaven! I do not see how I could 
stand it. If one time in eternity 
Jesus will just look at me and 
give me a little smile as if to say, 
“My child, you tried to be faithful. 
You made a good effort,” that will 
be reward enough for me. It may 
soon be too late for you to enter 
the door of opportunity which 
God has set before you. Wake up, 
Christian, and get busy for God! 


Physical Death Sometimes Comes 
to Wayward Fruitless Christians 

God is “slow to anger, and 
plenteous in mercy,” but “He will 
not always chide: neither will he 
keep his anger forever’ (Ps. 103: 
8,9). “There is a sin unto death” 
(I John 5:16) which the Christian 
may commit. James tells us in the 
last two verses of his epistle that 


if a brother in Christ errs and; 


one turns him back that one saves 
“a soul from death.’ This is 
physical death. Paul warned the 


Corinthians to judge themselves 
because there were some among 
them “weak and sickly” and he 
said, “and many sleep” (I Cor. 11: 
30) because they had not properly 
judged themselves in regard to 
partaking of the Lord’s table.

Sinners to Come for 
Salvation 

Unsaved friend, do you not know 
that you are under infinite obli- 
gation to Almighty God? You live 
in God’s world, you breathe God's 
air, you drink God’s water, you 
eat God’s food, and you live a 
life which God created. You have 
offended this wonderful Benefac- 
tor. For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God” (Rom. 
3:23). Do you not know that you 
are a sinner by nature, by choice, 
and by practice, and that you are 
already under the condemnation of 
God? Do you not know that unless 
you are saved you will spend 
eternity in Hell? 

Have you not heard the glorious 
Gospel that Jesus Christ, the only 
begotten Son of God, took your 
sins in His own body, and died to 
redeem you from sin, and to save 
you from all of its consequences?
